Director  Hutchinson.  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  Library,  stated  that  the  Committee 
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had  been  unable  to  have  a  meeting,  and 
moved  that  the  business  in  its  hands  be 
taken  up  and  be  considered  by  the 
Board. 

Carried. 

Director  Hutchinson  then  presented 
the  current  bills  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee,  and  on  motion  of  Director 
Herhold  they  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  for  audit  and  payment. 

Director  Hutchinson  also  presented  a 
list  of  current  American  books,  compris- 
ing 13  volumes,  estimated  to  cost  $30, 
and  moved  that  the  list  of  books  be  or- 
dered purchased. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Director  Hutchinson  stated  that  the 
Librarian  had  advertised,  as  usual,  for 
proposals  for  furnishing  books  issued 
by  American  publishing  houses  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  that  but  one  bid  had 
been  received,  that  of  A.  C.  McClurg  & 
Company.  This  bid  is  the  same  as  last 
year,  and  offers  books  at  a  discount  from 
publishers'  retail  prices  of  from  twenty  to 
forty  per  cent  as  set  forth  in  a  list  ac- 
companying the  bid,  which  is  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Director  Hutchinson  moved  that  the 
bid  of  A.  C.  McClurg  &  Company  be  ac- 
cepted, and  that  that  firm  be  given  an  or- 
der for  supplying  American  books  for 
the  ensuing  year.

Director  Hutchinson  also  stated  that 
proposals  for  binding  had  been  adver- 
tised for,  and  presented  the  bid  of  P.

porarily to  meet  the  necessities  of  the 
Board  in  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  with  power  to 
act,  when  it  deems  it  necessary. 

The  motion  prevailed  unanimously. 

Director  Peabody  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  been  endeavoring  to  find  a 
suitable  investment  for  the  $12,000  trust 
funds  now  on  deposit  in  the  Illinois 
Trust  &  Savings  Bank,  and  submitted 
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memoranda  of  the  following  mortgages :

Dear  Sir :— The  Corporation  Counsel 
has  referred  to  me  the  communication 
from  your  committee  enclosing  a  draft 
of  an  order  for  the  transfer  of  Twenty- 
three  Thousand.  Five  Hundred  and 
Twenty-three  Dollars  and  Forty-four 
cents  ($23,523.44)  from  the  ^eneral  fund 
to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund,  and  in 
which  you  desire  the  opinion  of  this  de- 
partment as  to  the  legality  of  such  pro- 
cedure, and  whether  the  Comptroller  can 
make  this  transfer. 

This  matter  has  been  passed  upon 
several  times  by  the  Law  Department. 
The  facts  appear  to  be  those  stated  in 
the  letter  of  November  29,  1899,  from 
Mr.  Azel  F.  Hatch,  Chairman  *of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary. The  amount  of  Twenty-nine 
Thousand,  Seven  Hundred  and  Four- 
teen Dollars  and  Fifty-one  Cents  ($29,- 
714.51)  was,  according  to  the  records'  of 
the  Comptroller's  office,  transferred 
from  the  librarv  fund  into  the  general 
fund  pursuant  to  an  order  of  Council 
of  March  i,  1880.  This  order  was  in- 
valid so  far  as  it  operated  upon  the  bal- 
ance then,  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  Library,  as  being  contrary  to  the 
express  provisions  of  Section  5  of  the 
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Library  Act  that  such  moneys  "shall 
be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  other 
moneys  of  such  city,  and  drawn  upon 
by  the  proper  officers  of  said  city  from 
the  properly  authenticated  vouchers  of 
the  Library  Board." 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  order 
referred  to  your  Committee  on  December 
18,  1899,  is  correct  in  form  for  the  in- 
tended purpose.  Under  its  terms  the 
Comptroller  has  legal  authority  to  make 
the  transfer  in  question,  in  case  the 
original  transfer  and  the  subsequent  par- 
tial payments  were  made  as  stated,  and 
in  case  no  further  payment  or  retrans- 
fer  has  been  made.

Public  Library,  and  alleges  that  the  lat- 
ter deed  was  obtained  by  false  and 
fraudulent  representations. 

To  the  amended  and  supplemental  bill 
demurrers  were  filed  by  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago and  by  The  Chicago  Public  Library. 
The  demurrers  were  to-day  argued  be- 
fore Judge  Hanecy  and  were  sustained 
and  the  bill  dismissed  for  want  of  equity. 
The  complainant  prayed  an  appeal,  which 
was  allowed,  upon  filing  a  bond  for  $250, 
and  a  certificate  of  evidence  within  sixty- 
days.  The  appeal  will  be  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  State.

borrowed  from  the  American  Tn-,3t  and 
Savings  Bank  funds  with  which  to  meet 
the  Library  pay  rolls  for  November  and 
December,  1900,  being  respectively  $12,- 
735.80  and  $12,741.22.  Interest  was  paid 
in  advance  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent 
until  June  i,  1901,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  loan  shall  be  repaid  as  much 
sooner  than  that  date  as  may  be,  with 
a  corresponding  rebate  in  interest. 

Your  Committee  begs  to  say  that  in 
order  to  meet  the  Library  pay  rolls  for 
the  next  two  or  three  months  it  will  be 
necessary  to  again  borrow  funds,  and 
it  respectfully  recommends  that  author- 
ity be  given  it  to  do  this  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  limitations 
as  to  interest  as  before. 

Your  Committee  also  reports  that  on 
December  2Oth  the  Secretary  received 
the  following  communication  and  state- 
ment from  the  City  Comptroller.  In 
order  not  to  delay  settlement  with  the 
County  Collector,  your  Committee  (the 
President  concurring)  directed  the  Sec- 
retary to  prepare  a  voucher  for  $i,- 
473.90  to  meet  the  requirements  and  the 
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same  was  signed  by  the  Committee  and 
President  and  transmitted  to  the  Comp- 
troller. The  approval  of  the  Board  in 
this  action  is  desired.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Communications  were  received  as  fol- 
lows : 

From  Wm.  D.  Kerfoot,  City  Comptrol- 
ler, requesting  an  inventory  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Public  Library  on  the  3ist 
day  of  December,  1000. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  inven- 
tory had  been  prepared  and  the  communi- 
cation was  ordered  filed. 

From  Azel  F.  Hatch,  as  follows : 

Chicago,  Jan.  9,  1901. 
To  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Chicago 
Public  Library. 

Gentlemen : — As  I  advised  you  by  letter 
dated  November  3,  1900,  the  case  of  David 
W,  Kean  vs.  the  City  of  Chicago  and 
the  Chicago  Public  Library  in  relation  to 


the  title  of  Dearborn  Park  was  on  No- 
vember 2,  1898,  vacated  and  set  aside 
and  the  cause  reinstated  and  redocketed. 
On  June  4th,  1900,  an  order  was  entered 
giving  complainant  leave  to  amend  his 
bill  and  adding  Anna  R.  Kean  as  party 
complainant  and  again  on  June  26,  1900, 
the  complainants  were  given  leave  •  to 
file  and  did  file  an  amended  and  supple- 
mental bill  making  The  Chicago  Public 
Library,  Samuel  B.  Wright  and  Stella 
R.  Wright  additional  parties  defendant. 
The  amended  and  supplemental  bill  set 
up  the  conveyance  to  Samuel  B.  Wright 
by  David  R.  Kean  and  wife  and  the  deed 
by  Samuel  B.  Wright  and  wife  to  the 
City  of  Chicago  for  use  of  The  Chicago 
Public  Library,  and  alleged  that  the  first 
deed  was  without  consideration  and  that 
the  latter  deed  was  obtained  by  false 
and  fraudulent  representations.  To  the 
amended  and  supplemental  bill  demur- 
rers were  filed  by  the  City  of  Chicago 
and  by  The  Chicago  Public  Library, 
which  demurrers  were  set  down  for  hear- 
ing and  argued  before  Judge  Hanecy  on 
November  3,  1900,  and  the  demurrers 
were  sustained  and  the  amended  and  sup- 
plemental bill  dismissed  for  want  of 
equity.  The  complainants  prayed  an  ap- 
peal which  was  allowed  upon  filing  a 
bond  of  $250,  and  a  certificate  of  evi- 
dence within  sixty  days  from  November 
3,  1000.  This  appeal  was  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  Exam- 
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ination  of  the  record  of  the  court  shows 
that  the  complainants  have  not  filed  their 
bond  nor  their  certificate  of  evidence  and 
accordingly  have  not  perfected  their  ap- 
peal. This,  we  think,  effectually  dis- 
poses of  this  litigation  and  leaves  the 
title  to  Dearborn  Park  undisputed  in  the 
City  of  Chicago  for  use  of  The  Chicago 
Public  Library.

Dear    Sir:      I    beg    to    acknowledge 
your   letter   of  January   3ist   asking   us 
our  opinion  as  to  what  per  cent  of  cost 
of     a     building     should     be     rightfully 
charged  off   for  depreciation. 
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This  depends  so  largely  upon  the 
building,  its  use  and  its  character,  that 
it  is  rather  a  difficult  question  to 
answer.  There  are,  of  course,  three 
elements  of  depreciation  in  ordinary 
buildings : 

1.  Wear  and  tear,  even  when^a  build- 
ing is  kept  in  good  repair. 

2.  A    gradual    cheapening    in    cost   of 
construction,    which    taken   over   a   long 
period  of  time,   must  amount  to   some- 
thing,   as    the    cost    of    materials    is   of 
course,  generally  speaking,   downward. 

3.  Improvements    in    building,    which 
may    render    a    building    old    fashioned 
and  of  less  value  on  that  account. 

We  should  say  with  reference  to  the 
Public  Library,  the  elements  of  depre- 
ciation would  be  small.  The  exact 
percentage  to  be  put  on  is  mostly  a 
matter  of  personal  estimation.  We 
should  say  that  an  annual  sum  which 
would  represent,  with  interest  at  3 
per  cent.,  the  original  cost  of  the  build- 
ing in  say  40  or  50  years,  ought  to  be 
sufficient.  Without  looking  up  the 
tables,  or  making  any  calculation,  I 
presume  that  \l/t  per  cent,  per  annum 
would  about  do  this,  but  the  amount  of 
the  depreciation  to  be  charged  on  is, 
we  must  repeat,  largely  a  matter  of 
estimate.  Two  per  cent  would  certainly 
cover  it. 

In  regard  to  the  depreciation  on 
"General  Furniture  and  Fixtures,"  we 
have  no  experience. 

You  will  understand,  of  course,  that 
the  sum  which  we  have  suggested 
above  as  the  proper  charge  for  depre- 
ciation should  not  include  any  steam 
or  electric  machinery,  boilers,  etc.,  in 
the  building.  Of  course,  the  deprecia- 
tion on  these  is  much  greater.  And  you 
will  also  understand,  of  course,  that 
this  is  on  the  assumption  that  all  ordi- 
nary charges  for  renewals,  such  as 
elevator  cables,  plumbing,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  the  ordinary  repair  account, 
and  that  the  charge  which  we  have 
mentioned  above  for  depreciation  is  to 
be  a  sum  above  all  moneys  expended 
in  any  kind  of  repairs  or  alterations 
upon  the  building.

Board,   Chicago. 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Hull  House  have  recently  received 
from  Miss  Helen  Culver  the  use  of  a 
piece  of  land  on  the  corner  of  Ewing 
and  Halsted  streets,  'and  from  Mrs. 
J.  T.  Bowen  the  gift  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  a 
library  building  after  the  general  pat- 
tern of  the  branch  stations  in  Pittsburg, 
a  cut  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed. 
The  building  will  have  a  frontage  of 
75  feet  on  Halsted  street  and  will 
contain  a  general  reading  room  31x27 
with  an  alcove  22x23  and  a  children's 
room  31x33,  a  plan  of  which  is  here- 
with submitted. 

The  Hull  House  Trustees  offer  the 
use  of  this  building  to  the  Library 
Board  at  a  rental  of  a  Thousand  Dollars 
a  year.  They  agree  to  furnish  steam 
heat,  electric  light  and  janitor  service 
and  to  supply  volunteer  service  in  the 
management  of  the  children's  room,  at 
least  for  the  first  months. 

The  erection  of  the  building  will 
begin  May  ist  and  the  premises  should 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  October. 

We  beg  leave  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  your  Honorable  Body  the  great  ad- 
vantage of  a  library  especially  equipped 
and  managed  for  children  to  a  neighbor- 
hood in  which  the  majority  of  the  people 
live  in  crowded  rooms  where  it  is  dif- 
ficult for  the  school  children  to  procure 
quiet  for  their  study  and  reading.  We 
further  call  your  attention  to  the  un- 
qualified success  of  similar  rooms  in 
other  cities,  notably  Boston  and  Brook- 
lyn. , 

We  also  believe  that  the  erection  of 
a  building  especially  designed  for  library 
purposes  would  give  the  branch  station 
already  conducted  with  such  success  in 
the  vicinity  for  nearly  ten  years  a  new 
dignity  and  attractiveness.

Dear  Sir : — Your  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  question  of  a  more 
intimate  connection  between  the  Public/ 
Library  and  the  public  school  system  in 
Chicago  have  conferred  with  the  libra- 
rian of  the  Public  Library  and  the 
superintendent  of  the  public  schools. 

The  public  school  and  the  library  are 
now  recognized  in  many  of  our  cities 
as  being  co-ordinate  branches  of  the 
educational  system  of  our  country,  and 
branches  of  the  public  library  have 
been  established  in  the  schools  in  many 
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cities  and  children's  rooms  have  been 
opened  in  the  public  library,  while 
no  special  work  for  the  children  has 
been  done  in  Chicago. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  sug- 
gest that  the  Board  of  Education  be  re- 
quested to  set  apart  a  room  in  one  or 
more  of  the  school  buildings,  the  build- 
ing to  be  selected  by  the  said  Board  of 
Education,  for  the  use  of  the  Public 
Library  in  the  establishment  of  branch 
libraries.  The  said  Board  of  Education 
to  furnish  the  heating,  lighting  and  jan- 
itor service  required. 

The  Public  Library  to  furnish  the 
books,  furniture  and  attendants  and 
manage  the  library. 

These  branch  libraries  to  be  kept 
open  longer  than  the  schools  are  kept 
open.  While  these  libraries  are  primarily 
for  the  use  of  the  children  in  the  public 
schools,  they  shall  be  for  the  free  use 
of  the  public,  the  same  as  any  other 
branch  of  the  Public  Library. 

Your  Committee  would  further  recom- 
mend .that  there  be  opened  in  the  Public 
Library  a  department  intended  for  the 
use  of  the  children,  this  department  to 
be  under  the  charge  of  some  person 
competent  to  deal  with  children,  one 
who  can  interest  children  and  who  un- 
derstands their  needs.  This  department 
to  be  equipped  with  books  and  furn- 
iture suitable  to  the  children. 

Your  Committee  would  further  recom- 
mend that  the  Librarian  on  receipt  of  the 
request  have  prepared  lists  of  books  suit- 
able for  children  on  such  subjects  as  mav 
be  required  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  schools.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on 
Finance  begs  to  report  that  in  accord- 
ance with  the  authority  given  it  by  the 
Board  January  10,  1901,  it  borrowed 
money  from  The  American  Trust  and 
Savings  Bank  with  which  to  pay  the 
Library  pay  rolls  for  January  and  Feb- 
ruary, 1901,  paying  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  until  June 
ist  next,  with  a  provision  for  a  rebate 
in  case  the  rolls  are  paid  by  the  City 
Comptroller  before  that  date. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report 
that  on  February  i8th  ult.,  the  City 
Council  appropriated  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Public  Library  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  1901,  the  sum  of  $309,350.75 — 
$276,565  of  which  is  to  be  raised  by 
the  tax  levy  of  1901 — the  remainder 
$32.785.75  being  made  up  of  a  balance 
of  $24,785.75  carried  over  from  last  year 
and  of  $8,000  estimated  miscellaneous 
receipts  from  fines,  sale  of  finding  lists, 
etc.,  during  the  year. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  suggests 
that  this  appropriation  be  divided  up 
among  the  several  Library  accounts  as

•Your  Committee  begs  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  one  matter  in  connection  with 
the  appropriation  above,  which,  though 
trifling  in  itself,  it  deems  of  considerable 
importance.  There  is  in  process  of 
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organization  in  the  City  Comptroller's 
office  a  paymaster's  bureau,  and  an  ap- 
propriation was  made  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  $16,300  for  fitting  up  a  room  and 
paying  the  salaries  of  a  paymaster  and 
his  assistants. 

After  making  our  appropriation  as 
before  given  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Council  added  the  following  clause 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Council : 

"Provided,  That  there  shall  be  paid 
from  the  above  five  per  centum  of  the 
cost  and  expenses  of  the  City  Pay- 
master's Bureau  in  the  City  Comptrol- 
ler's office." 

The  meaning  of  this  clause  is  that 
$815  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
paymaster's  bureau  is  to  be  charged  to 
the  Library  Fund  by  the  City  Comp- 
troller, and  while  this  amount  is  many 
times  too  large  for  our  share  as  com- 
pared with  the  pay  rolls  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, etc.,  the  amount  itself  is  insig- 
nificant as  compared  with  the  fact  that 
such  an  appropriation  is  wholly  illegal, 
the  City  Council  having  no  right,  under 
the  law,  to  appropriate  Library  Funds 
for  any  purpose  whatever ;  and  your 
Committee  feels  that  to  let  this  appro- 
priation go  unchallenged  is  to  leave 
open  a  door  through  which  more  and 
larger  amounts  may  be  voted  away  from 
the  Library  Fund  next  year. 

Sec.  5  of  the  State  Library  Law  under 
the  heading  Organization — Powers  of 
Directors — Funds—  among  other  things 
says : 

"They  [the  Directors!  shall  have  the 
exclusive  control,  of  the  expenditure 
of  all  moneys  collected  to  the  credit  of 
the  Library  Fund.  etc.  *  *  * 

"Provided  that  all  moneys  received 
for  such  Library  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  treasury  of  said  city  to  the  credit 
of  the  Library  Fund  and  shall  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  other  moneys 
of  such  City,  and  drawn  upon  by  the 
properly  authenticated  vouchers  of  the 
Library  Board." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    STERILIZATION    OF 
BOOKS. 

Director  Kuflewski,  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Sterilization  of 
Books,  stated  that  the  .Committee  had 
.  been  unable  to  have  a  meeting  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  and  moved 
that  the  matters  in  its  hands  be  taken 
up  and  be  considered  by  the  Board. 

Carried. 

Director  Kuflewski  then  presented 
the  following  communications  which 
were  read  by  the  Secretary :

Chicago,  March  13,  1901.

Chicago  Public  Library. 

Dear  Sir: — Enclosed  is  the  report  of 
Dr.  Adolph  Gehrmann,  Director  of  the 
Municipal  Laboratory,  Department  of 
Health,  on  the  results  of  his  examina- 
tion of  six  volumes  taken  from  the 
Public  Library,  February  20,  ult..  the 
object  of  the  examination  being  to  de- 
termine whether  the  books  of  the 
Library  are  infected  with  disease-pro- 
ducing organisms  and  require  to  be 
specially  disinfected. 

These  books  were  selected  by  Mr. 
F.  H.  Hild,  Librarian,  and  myself,  the 
object  being  to  get  the  books  that  were 
most  worn  and  most  soiled. 

Book  marked  RR  281  was  taken  from 
the  Reference  Room  and  had  been  in 
use  fourteen  years.  It  was  badly 
soiled  with  grease  and  dirt  and  the 
pages  were  worn  partly  away  in  many 
places. 

Books  marked  F  8346  and  F  49433, 
each  two  years  in  use,  were  taken  from 


the    Circulating    Department    and    had 
just  come  in. 

Books  D  20173,  fourteen  years  in  use; 
C  7357,  twenty  years  in  use,  and  H 
2455c,  six  years  in  use,  were  taken  as 
they  came  in  from  Delivery  Stations. 

The  report  shows  that  no  disease-pro- 
ducing bacteria  were  found  on  any  of 
these  volumes — only  the  ordinary  bacteria 
usually  to  be  found  upon  the  human 
skin  and  upon  everything  handled  by 
human  hands. 

From  these  results  I  do  not  believe  it 
necessary  to  go  to  the  expense  of  dis- 
infecting the  books  of  the  Public 
Library ;  but,  a  volume  in  the  condition 
of  "Buck's  Medical  Cyclopedia"  (RR 
281) — filthy,  defaced  and  in  many 
places  so  worn  as  to  be  illegible — should 
be  destroyed. 

It  is  extremely  improbable  that  dis- 
ease germs  should  lodge  between  the 
leaves  of  a  book  and  retain  their  vitality 
for  any  length  of  time  under  the  ordi- 
nary circumstances  of  use  of  public 
library  books.  The  practical  danger 
arises  from  such  books  in  rooms  where 
any  of  the  contagious  diseases  exists, 
and  in  order  to  obviate  this  danger  the 
Health  Department  furnishes  the  Library 
each  day  the  names  and  addresses  of 
every  reported  case  of  a  contagious  dis- 
ease, so  that  Library  books  in  such 
places  may  be  destroyed,  not  disin- 
fected. 

Futhermore,  the  Library  Board  has 
authorized,  and  this  Department  in- 
structs and  requires  its  Disinfectors  to 
destroy  all  such  books  found  in  infected 
premises.

showed  a  few  colonies  of  saprophytes 
and  staphylococcus  pyogenes  albus.  In 
a  general  way  these  cultures  were  sim- 
ilar to  those,  giving  positive  results, 
made  from  the  books. 

The  method  employed  in  obtaining 
these  cultures  was  to  take  a  few  drops 
of  sterile  bouillon  and  with  a  platinum 
wire  rub  it  upon  the  place  from  which 
the  inoculations  were  made,  and  then 
transfer  this  loop  of  bouillon  to  the 
blood  serum  boxes  used  by  the  depart- 
ment for  diagnosis  of  diphtheria.  These 
were  then  placed  in  an  incubating  oven 
for  forty-eight  hours.  The  resulting

In  none  of  the  cultures  were  diphtheria 
bacilli  found.  The  staphylococcus  pyro- 
genes  albus  is  one  of  the  pus  bacteria 
usually  found  upon  the  skin  of  most 
individuals.  The  saprophytes  are  acci- 
dental non-pathogenic  bacteria  from  the 
air,  and  are  of  no  consequence. 

The  books  are  in  the  laboratory,  and 
I  am  awaiting  further  instructions  from

Gentlemen  : — After  personal  investiga- 
tion and  examination  of  three  sets  of 
books  taken  at  random  from  the  shelves 
of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  I  am 
prepared  to  state  that  I  found  bacteria  in 
large  numbers  in  all  the  samples  and 
that  each  book  was  more  or  less  in- 
fected. These  bacteria  were  in  large 
numbers  and  were  both  pathogenic  and 
non-pathogenic — the  word  pathogenic 
meaning  "disease  producing." 

In  many  instances  these  bacteria  do 
no  harm,  not  even  the  pathogenic,  be- 
cause of  the  resistance  of  the  tissue — 
being  unimpaired — or  because  of  the 
comparatively  small  numbers  of  bac- 
teria which  gain  access  to  the  tissues ; 
but  under  favorable  circumstances  such 
as  a  simple  exposure  to  cold  and 
especially  to  bronchitis,  which  is  so 
prevalent  in  Chicago,  a  little  wound  or 
an  abrasion  of  the  surface  of  the  body 
a  little  scratch  of  the  mucus  membrane 
or  of  the  skin,  which  as  we  all  know  is 
often  treated  as  insignificant  and  is 
neglected,  may  be  the  means  of  the  in- 
troduction into  the  system  of  the  most 
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infectious  disease  germs.  It  is  well 
known  that  a  fresh  wound  absorbs  bac- 
teria and  their  toxincs  very  rapidly. 

I  have  had  in  my  own  experience  a 
case  in  which  I  satisfactorily  proved 
that  a  child  contracted  an  infectious 
disease  in  the  eye,  from  the  page  of  a 
book.  Prof.  Dr.  W.  A.  Evans,  who  is 
an  authority,  states  the  case  of  a  person 
who  was  infected  with  typhoid  fever 
germs  from  books,  which  case  was  es- 
tablished beyond  question.  I  had  an- 
other case  two  or  three  years  ago ;  a 
gentleman  who  was  suffering  from  can- 
cer in  the  roof  of  the  mouth  in  which. 
the  tongue  and  lips  were  also  affected 
was  reading  books  from  public  libraries 
in  this  city  for  nearly  two  years  and 
until  I  was  called  in  to  treat  him.  He 
had  been  treated  before  by  the  "faith 
cures"  and  by  the  followers  of  Dowie. 
This  patient  was  found  expectorating 
minute  pieces  of  his  tongue  and  lips, 
which  were  a  cancerous  tissue,  all  over 
the  pages  of  the  books  he  read.  That 
these  were  cancerous  was  not  only 
proven  by  my  own  examination,  but  by 
that  of  Dr.  LeCount,  an  eminent  bacter 
iologist,  who  reported  to  me  that  the 
piece  of  tissue  submitted  was  cancerous, 
containing  cancerous  cells. 

Of  course  I  prohibited  this  patient 
from  reading  any  more  books  from  the 
libraries  and  told  his  wife  to  be  very 
careful  as  the  disease  was  contagious. 

I  have  more  cases  of  a  similar  nature, 
gentlemen,  but  I  think  the  ones  here 
given  are  sufficient  to  convince  you  that 
the  position  I  have  taken  in  the  matter  is 
correct. 

Gentlemen,  my  colleagues,  F  ask  you 
to  be  fair  with  me.  I  know  the  disin- 
fection of  the  books  in  the  Public 
Library  must  be  done ;  if  not  this  year 
then  in  the  next  two  or  three  years. 
I  have  a  process,  of  which  you  are  aware, 
which  will  cost  very  little  and  which 
will  protect  the  public  from  every  dis- 
ease.

Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration, after  careful  consideration, 
has  prepared  and  presents  herewith  a 
salary  schedule  for  the  year  beginning 
May  I,  1901,  amounting  in  the  .aggregate 
to  $139,936.00.  The  sum  available  for 
salaries  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
1901  is  $138,000.00.  It  is  estimated, 
however,  that  the  pay-rolls  for  the  year, 
based  on  this  schedule,  will  be  within 
the  appropriation,  owing  to  deductions 
due  to  absence  of  employes  longer  than 
the  time  allowed  for  regular  vacations. 
The  recommendation  of  your  Committee 
is  that  the  list  of  employes,  with  the 
position  and  salary  of  each  employe,  as 
given  in  the  schedule  hereunto  attached, 
be  adopted  for  the  year  beginning  May 

I,    1001. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  no 
change  be  made  in  the  by-laws  concern- 
ing the  vacations  of  the  employes,  and 
that  the  petition  of  the  employes  of  the 
engineers'  department  asking  for  a 
vacation  of  three  weeks  instead  of  two 
be  placed  on  file. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends : 
i.  That  Miss  Emily  'M.  Chapin,  a 
clerk  in  the  circulating  department,  ap- 
pointed on  probation  for  a  period  of  six 
months,  be  separated  from  the  service 
on  May  i,  1901,  she  being  found  in- 
competent for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  position  she  is  filling.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen : — As  required  by  the  by- 
laws of  The  Chicago  Public  Library, 
your  Committee  on  Administration  begs 
leave  to  submit  herewith  a  report  upon 
matters  under  its  supervision,  for  the 
eleven  months  from  June  i,  1900,  to 
April  30,  1901. 

During  this  period  there  have  been 
separated  from  the  Library  service  53 
persons,  of  whom  24  resigned;  6  were 
discharged :  7,  who  were  appointed  tem- 
porarily, were  dismissed  when  no  longer 
required ;  5  were  transferred  to  other 
city  departments ;  8,  who  were  employed 
under  the  sixty  day  rule  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  were  separated 
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from  the  service  upon  the  certification 
of  eligibles  for  those  positions;  2.  were 
returned  to  the  civil  service  eligible 
lists,  and  i  ceased  to  report  for  duty. 
A  list  of  the  persons  separated  from  the 
service  during  the  eleven  months 
covered  by  this  report  will  be  found 
in  Appendix  A. 

To  fill  the  vacancies  created  and  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  service  there 
were  made  upon  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission requisitions  for  51  persons,  41 
for  permanent  and  10  for  temporary 
positions  (3  of  the  latter  finally  becom- 
ing permanent). 

In  response  to  the  requisitions  for 
filling  the  41  permanent  positions  the 
Commission  certified  103  persons,  of  - 
whom  3  were  certified  for  promotional 
appointment.  Of  these  103  persons  26 
failed  to  report ;  33  waived  certification ; 
2  declined  appointment ;  I,  certified  for 
promotional  appointment,  was  rejected; 
and  41  were  appointed  (one  appointment 
being  promotional). 

In  response  to  the  requisitions  for 
filling  the  10  temporary  positions  there 
were  certified  7  persons,  of  whom  i 
failed  to  report ;  i  waived ;  i  declined 
appointment ;  and  4  were  appointed ; 
and  the  Commission  granted  authority, 
under  the  sixty  day  rule,  for  filling 
6  of  these  temporary  positions.. 

In  order  to  place  civil  service  eligi- 
bles in  two  positions  formerly  held  by 
sixty  day  appointees,  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  without  requisition  'having 
been  made,  certified  6  persons,  of 
whom  4  failed  to  report  and  2  were 
appointed. 

The  Commission,  desiring  to  transfer 
an  employe  to  another  city  department, 
certified  without  requisition  having  been 
made,  6  persons,  3  of  whom  failed  to 
report ;  2  waived  certification ;  and  i 
was  appointed. 

The  total  number  of  persons  certified 
was  122 ;  the  total  number  of  persons 
appointed,  54.  Of  the  54  appointments 
one  was  promotional,  making  the  total 
number  of  persons  added  to  the  service 
S3,  the  number  added  equalling  the 
number  separated  from  the  service. 
The  roster  of  employes  on  April  30, 
1901,  therefore  numbered  210,  the  same 
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number  of  employes  as  reported  on  June 
i,  1900.  Of  these  210  employes  25  had 
not  completed  their  probationary  period 
of  six  months. 

A  detailed  list  of  the  transactions  with 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report,  show- 
ing the  requisitions  made  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  vacancies  were  filled, 
v  iii  l)c  found  in  Appendix  B. 

Of  Ihe  210  employes  in  the  service  on 
June  i,  1900,  there  were  8  persons  who 
were  employed  under  the  sixty  day  rule 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  author- 
ity for  sixty  day  appointment  being 
granted  when  no  eligibles  could  be  fur- 
nished for  a  position.  During  the 
eleven  months  ending  April  30,  1901, 
civil  service  examinations  have  been 
held  for  these  various  sixty  day  posi- 
tions, and  eligibles  certified  for  the  same. 
In  four  cases  the  sixty  day  incumbents 
succeeded  themselves  as  civil  service 
eligibles,  having  attained  the  required 
averages.  On  April  30,  1901,  no  em- 
ployes were  holding  positions  under  the 
sixty  day  rule,  all  persons  in  the  ser- 
vice being  either  "holdovers"  (persons 
in  the  service  prior  to  August  26,  1895) 
or  regular  civil  service  appointees. 

In  the  following  table  is  given  an 
analysis  of  the  pay-roll  of  the  Library 
from  June  I,  1900,  to  April  30,  1001, 
showing  the  total  amount  of  the  salaries 
of  employes  on  the  Library  roster  and 
also  the  moneys  paid  to  keepers  of  de- 
livery stations  and  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  books  between  the  main  Library 
and  the  delivery  stations :

The    Annual    inventory    of    1900-1901 
shows  207  volumes  unaccounted  for  at 
the  main  Library  and  9  volumes  at  the 
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branch  reading  rooms.  Of  the  291 
volumes  reported  missing  in  the  previous 
inventory,  80  have  since  been  found. 
Twelve  volumes  of  those  reported  miss- 
ing in  the  years  1896  to  1898  have  also 
been  found.

Director  Plamondon  also  presented 
the  annual  report  of  the  Committee, 
which  upon  motion  of  Director  Kuflew- 
ski was  received,  ordered  printed  and 
referred  to  the  President.  It  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen : — In  presenting  the  annual 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
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and  Grounds  for  the  year  ending  May, 
1901,  your  Committee  has  little  more 
than  routine  business  to  report.  Several 
things,  however,  have  been  accomplished 
in  the  way  of  perfecting  the  outfit  of  the 
building  and  supplying  necessary  ap- 
pliances. 

Early  in  the  year  just  closing  a  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  Thomas  and 
Smith  for  completing  air  washing 
chambers  A  and  B  in  the  basement  of 
the  building;  though  hindered  by 
strikes  this  work  was  completed  in  the 
fall  of  the  year  and  they  have  since  been 
in  suoessful  operation. 

Since  the  erection  and  occupation  of 
the  building  a  better  circulation  of  air 
than  was  originally  provided  for  has 
been  found  necessary  for  proper  venti- 
lation. A  contract  for  speeding  up  the 
fans  governing  the  ventilation  at  the 
south  end  of  the  building  was  awarded 
to  the  Northern  Electrical  Mfg.  Com- 
pany early  in  the  year.  This  was  accom- 
plished by  the  removal  of  four  small 
fan  motors  and  the  installation  of  four 
larger  ones  in  their  places.  This  work 
has  been  successfully  completed  and  the 
results  are  very  satisfactory. 

At  the  time  of  the  installation  of  the 
ventilating  system  under  a  contract  with 
the  Johnson  Temperature  Controlling 
Company,  thermostats  were  installed  in 
the  air  ducts  in  the  basement  to  govern 
the  movements  of  the  dampers  regu- 
lating the  hot  and  cold  air.  This  ar- 
rangement did  not  prove  satisfactory  as 
the  temperature  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
thermostats  did  not  always  coincide  with 
the  temperature  in  the  rooms  above.  To 
remedy  the  above  difficulty  three  ther- 
mostats were  installed  in  three  different 
rooms  above  the  basement  during 
the  last  summer,  and  the  result  was  so 
satisfactory  that  a  contract  has  been 
awarded  to  the  same  company  for  four 
additional  ones  to  be  installed  in  other 
rooms  of  the  building. 

For  some  years  prior  to  October  last 
the  Board  had  carried  its  own  insurance 
on  plate  glass  windows  and  during  that 
time  about  32  lights  were  broken,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  few  which  were  so  badly 
fractured  that  immediate  replacement 
was  necessary. 
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On  October  4,  1900,  a  contract  was 
awarded  to  Jas.  H.  Rice  Company  to 
replace  all  broken  lights  in  the  building. 
This  was  done  during  October  and  No- 
vember following. 

On  October  18,  1900,  Voss,  Conrad 
&  Company  were  awarded  a  contract 
for  insuring  the  plate  glass  lights  of 
the  building  in  the  Frankfort  Marine 
Accident  &  Plate  Glass  Insurance  Com- 
pany for  one  year.  This  company  after 
being  notified  of  the  breakage  of  some 
17  lights,  gave  notice  on  April  2.,  1901, 
of  the  cancellation  of  the  policy  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  .terms  and  agreed  to 
make  good  :the  losses  sustained  up  to 
April  8th,  the  date  of  the  cancellation. 
Bids  have  again  been  solicited  for  in- 
suring the  plate  glass,  but  so  far  action 
has  not  been  taken. 

On  October  18,  1900,  a  contract  was 
awarded  to  Mitchel  &  Halbach  for 
cleaning,  painting  or  redecorating  cer- 
tain looms  in  the  building,  comprising 
nearly  all  except  the  circulating  depart- 
ment and  rooms  in  connection  there- 
with, entrance  halls,  vestibules,  etc. 
Specifications  have  now  been  prepared 
for  cleaning,  painting  or  redecorating 
all  rooms,  halls,  etc.,  not  included  in 
last  year's  contract,  except  the  rooms 
occupied  by  the  Grand  Army  Hall  and 
Memorial  Association  of  Illinois,  and  a 
contract  will  be  awarded  for  the  same 
at  an  early  date. 

On  March  14,  1901,  the  general  lia- 
bility policy  was  renewed  with  the 
Franklin  Marine  Accident  and  Plate 
Glass  Insurance  Company. 

The  growth  of  the  Library  has  been 
such  that  it  became  necessary  to 
increase  the  capacity  for  storing 
books.  To  that  end  bids  have  been 
advertised  for,  for  a  three  stack  system 
in  room  9,  which  will  furnish  shelf  room 
for  about  85,000  volumes. 

In  order  to  test  the  quality  of  coal 
with  the  greatest  accuracy  a  contract 
was  awarded  to  Thomas  &  Smith  for 
the  installation  of  the  necessary  steel 
tanks  and  pipe  connections  for  'meas- 
uring the  feed  water  for  the  boilers. 
This  contract  has  been  .completed  satis- 
factorily and  the  testing  of  coal  is  now 
in  operation. 
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During  the  past  year  the  building  ac- 
count which  had  been  carried  during 
the  construction  of  the  building  was 
discontinued,  the  balance  being  closed 
into  the  maintenance  account.

The  following  minute  was  then  read 
by  the  Secretary : 

MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 

William  McKinley,  President  of  the 
United  States,  has  been  stricken  down 
by  the  hand  of  an  assassin  whose  crime 
we  loathe  and  abhor.  In  common  with 
all  the  world  we  mourn  his  untimely 
end.  His  life  has  gone  out  at  a  mo- 
ment when  many  if  not  most  of  his 
cherished  plans  for  his  country  have 
been  put  into  operation.  No  President 
has  been  nearer  to  the  people  nor  has 
done  more  to  secure  to  them  the  rights 
of  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happi- 
ness. 

As  a  soldier  Mr.  McKinley's  conduct 
was  one  of  faithful  and  conscientious 
devotion  to  duty  and  these  traits  of 
character  led  his  fellow  citizens  to  place 
him  in  the  Congress-  of  the  United 
States. 

Here  his  patient  study  of  public 
questions  and  his  honesty  and  fearless- 
ness in  promulgating  his  opinions 
brought  him  to  the  leadership  of  his 
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party,  which  in  turn  led  to  his  choice 
as  Governor  of  his  state  and  later  to 
the  exalted  position  he  has  so  signally 
filled  for  more  than,  four  years  past. 

No  President  since  Washington  has 
been  more  universally  beloved  North 
and  South,  East  and  West  than  Mr. 
McKinley.  And  this  not  because  all 
sections  of  the  country  and  all  classes 
of  his  own  party  have  at  all  times 
agreed  with  him,  but  because  of  the  in- 
tegrity of  his  purposes  and  the  rectitude 
of  his  personal  conduct.  He  was  es- 
teemed and  respected  by  all  of  whatever 
race  or  condition.  His  countrymen 
whether  at  home  or  abroad  were  ever 
the  objects  of  his  solicitous  care,  and 
his  love  for  mankind  and  the  better- 
ment of  society  extended  to  the  whole 
world  itself. 

But  the  trait  in  the  personal  character 
of  the  late  President  which  adorned  and 
beautified  his  life  and  over-topped  all 
his  other  admirable  qualities  was  his 
tender  care  and  solicitude  for  the  com- 
fort and  welfare  of  his  invalid  wife. 
This  example  of  loving  tenderness  has 
endeared  him  to  every  lover  of  the  fam- 
ilv  and  the  home  in  the  land  and  will  be 
told  of  him  after  many  of  his  acts  of 
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statesmanship  shall  have  been  forgotten. 

With  sorrowful  hearts  we  sympathize 
with  the  stricken  wife  who  has  lost,  in 
him,  the  sturdy  oak  to  whom  she  was 
wont  to  cling. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  minute 
be  entered  upon  the  records  of  this 
Board  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  suit- 
ably engrossed  and  be  transmitted  by 
the  Secretary  to  the  widow  of  the  de- 
ceased President. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  the  min- 
ute and  resolution  be  adopted.

Director  Brosseau,  for  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on   Transportation  of   Books,  etc., 
presented  the  following  report: 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee 
to  whom  was  referred  for  consideration 
the  bids  for  the  transportation  of  books 
between  the  Library  and  its  delivery 


stations,  with  a  view  to  lessening  the  ex- 
pense of  the  same,  begs  to  state  that  it 
has  given  attention  to  the  matter  and 
wou'd  respectfully  report  as  folL.ws: 

The  Committee  has  examined  the  driv- 
ers' schedule  which  shows  that  HiK-e 
September  1st  inst.  the  wagons  make  one 
delivery  of  books  per  day  to  61  of  the  67 
delivery  stations;  that  two  collections  and 
deliveries  are  made  to  the  remaining  six 
stations  in  order  to  facilitate  the  handling 
of  the  books  at  the  Library. 
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The  statistics  of  the  department  show 
that  the  cost  of  delivering  books  to  the 
stations  has  been  gradually  reduced  and 
that  while  the  cost  of  sending  out  a  book 
in  1890  was  .0254  cents,  in  19UO  it  was  but 
.0165  cents. 

Since  the  latter  date  eight  new  stations 
have  been  opened  by  the  Board,  the  books 
from  which  have  been  handled  without 
any  addition  to  the  delivery  equipment, 
and  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  Board. 
This  will  still  farther  reduce  the  cost 
per  volume. 

1.  The  Committee  would  recommend 
that  one  collection  and  one  delivery  of 
books  per  day  be  given  to  each  station  as 
nearly  as  possible. 

2.  That  the  Library  Board  purchase 
the  wagons,  horses,  etc.,  necessary  for  do- 
ing this  work  and  operate  the  same. 

3.  That  this  change  in  the  method  of 
delivering  the  books    be    made   at   the 
earliest  practical  moment. 

4.  That  a  contract  be  made  with  the 
present  contractor,    Morris    Rosenstock, 
for  delivering  the  books  from  month  to 
month  until  such  time  as  the  Library  can 
take  hold  of  the  work.

NEW   BUSINESS. 

Mr.  Clayton  Mark,  Vice-Prest.  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  Mr.  Edwin  G. 
Cooley,  Supt.  of  City  Schools,  being  pres- 
ent, were  invited  to  address  the  Board 
upon  the  question  of  establishing  branch 
libraries  in  certain  of  the  public  school 
buildings. 

Supt.  Cooley  then  stated  that  the 
Board  of  Education  desired  the  Library 
Board  to  open  a  few  reading  rooms  and 
delivery  stations  in  rooms  to  be  provided 
by  the  Board  of  Education  in  certain 
public  school  buildings.  That  the  Board 
of  Education  would  undertake  to  furnish 
heat,  light  and  janitor  service  at  such 
hours  as  might  be  agreed  upon,  provided 
that  the  Library  Board  would  furnish  the 
necessary  furniture  and  books  and  pro- 
vide an  attendant. 

That  if  the  Library  Board  could  not 
see  its  way  clear  to  establish  many  such 
branch  reading  rooms  at  least  that  it 
would  establish  one  in  each  division  of 
ttie  city  as  an  experiment. 

He  also  slated  that  in  order  to  further 
the  best  interests  of  the  schools  he  had 
solicited,  from  various  publishers,  dona- 
tions of  miscellaneous  books  and  books 
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on  teaching  and  allied  subjects  for  the 
general  use  of  teachers,  and  had  met 
with  great  success,  some  of  which  books 
had  already  been  received. 

That  the  Board  of  Education  desired 
the  Library  Board  to  set  aside  and  fur- 
nish a  room  in  the  Library  building,  with 
the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures  in 
which  these  books  may  be  deposited  to- 
gether with  reports  of  the  best  schools  in 
the  country,  and  any  other  books  which 
may  be  collected  bearing  on  the  profes- 
sion of  teaching,  the  whole  to  be  placed 
iu  the  care  of  an  attendant  to  be  provided 
by  the  Library  Board;  said  books  so  de- 
posited to  be  used  for  reference  only  and 
not  to  be  taken  from  the  building. 

Mr.  Mark  also  addressed  the  Board  in 


the  same  (enor  as  the  preceding  speaker. 

Director  Brosseau  moved  that  the  ques- 
tion of  opening  branch  reading  rooms 
and  delivery  stations  in  certain  public 
school  buildings  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

Carried. 

Director  Brosseau  moved  that  the  ques- 
tion of  setting  aside  and  furnishing  a 
room  for  books  on  teaching,  etc.,  for  the 
use  of  teachers  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Administration. 

Carried. 

On  motion  of  Director  Kuflewski,  the 
Board  adjourned.

The  President,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Committee,  appointed  July  25th 
last  to  confer  with  the  City  Comptrol- 
ler in  regard  to  the  payment  of  the 
Library  pay  rolls  by  the  paymaster's 
department,  presented  the  following 
report : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Cliieuyo  Public  Library: 
GENTLEMEN: — Your  Special  Commit- 
tee, appointed  .July  25th  last  for  the 
purpose  of  consulting  with  the  City 
Comptroller  in  regard  to  the  payment 
of  the  Library  pay  rolls  by  the  pay- 
master's department  and  the  share  of 


the  expenses  of  that  department  to  be 
charged  to  the  Public  Library,  begs 
leave  to  report  that  a  part  of  the  Com- 
mittee had  a  conference  with  the 
Comptroller  at  which  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Library  employe's  should  be 
paid  by  the  paymaster,  said  payments 
to  be  made  by  checks.  The  Comptrol- 
ler agreed  with  the  Committee  that 
the  City  Council  had  no  legal  authority 
to  appropriate  any  sum  to  be  paid 
from  the  Library  fund  toward  the 
maintenance  of  the  paymaster's  de- 
partment, and  stated  that  he  would 
render  to  the  Library  Board  a  bill  for 
actual  services  rendered  by  that 
bureau.  A  bill  has  just  been  received 
by  the  Secretary  from  the  Comptrol- 
ler for  $815,  being  5  per  cent  of  the 
entire  amount  appropriated  by  the 
City  Council  in  February  last  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  paymaster's  bu- 
reau for  the  year  1901,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  the  said  bureau  has 
been  in  operation  but  little,  if  any, 
more  than  six  months,  and  the  fur- 
ther fact  that  the  Library  employes 
have  been  paid  but  three  times 
through  that  department. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  bill  of  $815  presented  by  the  Comp- 
troller be  returned  with  the  informa- 
tion that  any  amount  paid  by  the 
Library  Board  toward  the  expenses  of 
the  paymaster's  bureau  will  be  paid 
under  protest;  but  that  a  bill  for  the 
Library's  pro  rata  share  of  said  ex- 
penses based  upon  the  length  of  time 
the  Library  employe's  have  been  paid 
through  that  channel,  and  upon  the 
total  amount  of  salaries  paid  by  said 
bureau,  will  be  favorably  considered.

COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCE. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  having 
been  called  to  the  approaching  pas- 
sage of  the  appropriation  bill  by  the 
City  Council,  for  the  current  year,  Di- 
rector Peabody  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions: 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  Council  on  March 
1,  1880,  in  a  general  order  passed  by 
that  body  covered  into  the  general 
fund  of  the  city  certain  balances 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Library 
fund,  the  greater  part  of  which  has 
never  been  restored  to  the  latter  fund, 
and, 

WHEREAS,  on  Nov.  16,  1885,  the  City 
Council  authorized  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  to 
take  possession  of  the  fourth  story  of 
the  City  Hall  and  to  expend  the  money 
necessary  to  finish  up  the  rooms  for  the 
use  of  the  Library,  agreeing  to  reimburse 
the  Library  fund  when  the  Library 
should  be  removed  from  the  City  Hall, 
and, 

WHEREAS,     the     Library  Board     ex-- 
pended  the  sum  of  $40,917.90,  under  said- 
order  of  the  City  Council,  besides  oth- 
er sums  not  covered  by  the  guarantee; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  Special  Committee 
be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  City 
Comptroller  and  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  Council,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  urging  an  appropriation  of 
$64,451.44  to  cover  the  amounts  due 
the  Library  fund  from  the  City,  viz: 
$23,534.44  transferred  from  the  Li- 
brary fund  to  the  general  fund  and 
$40,91790  expended  in  finishing  up 
certain  rooms  in  the  fourth  story  of 
the  City  Hall. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  Special 
Committee  Directors  Peabody,  Bros- 
seau and  Eckhart. 

Director  Garibaldi  entered  the  room 
and  took  his  seat. 

SPECIAL    COMMITTEE. 

Director  Eckhart  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report: 
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To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library: 

GENTLEMEN  :  —Your  Special  Commit- 
tee to  whom  was  referred  on  January 
4th  inst.  the  communication  of  E.  Al- 
len Frost,  Attorney  for  the  Commis- 
sion on  Revision  of  City  Accounts, 
relative  to  the  application  of  the  uni- 
form system  of  accounts  prepared  by 
that  Commission  and  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  to  the  accounts  of  the 
Public  Library,  begs  to  report  that  it 
had  a  conference  with  the  City  Comp- 
troller and  also  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  upon  the  question  referred  to 
it.  At  the  latter  conference  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  was  also  present, 

Your  Committee  took  the  position 
with  these  officials  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil had  exceeded  its  rights  when  it  dic- 
tated to  the  Library  Board  how  its 
funds  should  be  spent,  or  how  its  ac- 
counts should  be  kept.  To  this  these 
gentlemen  fully  agreed,  but  re- 
quested, as  a  favor,  that  the  Library 
Board  adopt,  as  far  as  it  can,  the  sys- 
tem inaugurated  in  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  city. 

The  question  of  the  City  Council's 
rights  in  the  matter  having  been  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  E.  Allen  Frost  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  an  opinion, 
your  Committee  respectfully  submits 
herewith  a  copy  of  that  official's  reply 
made  to  the  City  Comptroller:

DEAR  SIB:— Mr.  Frost's  letter  of  the 
7th  inst.,  in  which  he  states  that  at 
your  suggestion  he  refers  a  communi- 
cation to  this  Department  from  Mr.  W." 
B.  Wickersharn,  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary, is  at  hand.  The  Library  Board 
claims  that  it  is  not  obliged  to  pur- 
chase the  new  forms  prescribed  for 
the  transaction  of  public  business  by 
an  ordinance  passed  December  23, 
1901,  for  the  reason  that  the  City 
Council  has  no  authority  to  determine 
the  manner  in  which  the  Library 
Board  shall  expend  the  Library  funds. 

The  Act  of  the  Legislature  relating 
to  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
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of  public  libraries  gives  the  Board  of 
Directors  control  and  supervision  over 
the  Public  Library.  The  Act  further 
provides  that  the  Board  of  Directors 
"shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
expenditure  of  all  moneys  collected 
to  the  credit  of  the  Library  fund" 
(Kurd's  Revised  Statutes,  1901,  Ed., 
Chap.  81,  p.  1139).  Inasmuch  as 
the  purchase  of  the  new  forms  pre- 
scribed for  the  transaction  of  public 
business  by  the  ordinance  of  Decem- 
ber 23,  1901,  involves  the  expenditure 
of  Library  funds,  I  beg  to  advise  you 
that  the  Library  Board  is  within  its 
rights,  under  the  law,  in  the  position 
taken  by  it.  The  Library  Board  is  not 
subject  to  the  direction  and  control  in 
the  expenditure  of  Library  funds  of 
any  other  person  or  body.

Notwithstanding  that  the  contention 
of  the  Library  Board  that  it  is  not  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  the  City  Council 
in  the  matter  of  expending  its  moneys 
is  fully  upheld  in  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  opinion,  your  Committee  rec- 
ommends that  the  uniform  system  of 
accounts,  provided  for  by  an  ordinance 
passed  by  the  City  Council  December 
23,  1901,  be  adopted  for  use  in  the  Li- 
brary accounts  as  far  as  the  same  is 
applicable. 

Your  Committee  makes  this  recom- 
mendation after  careful  consideration, 
and  after  an  examination  and  report 
upon  the  question  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  which  report  is  appended 
hereto.

GENTLEMEN:— As  requested  by  you, 
Messrs.  Haskins  and  Sells,  who  have 
a  contract  for  installing  a  uniform 
system  of  accounting  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  city,  were  invited 
to  send  a  representative  to  the  Li- 
brary with  samples  of  their  blanks 
and  forms,  with  a  view  of  ascertain- 
ing whether  or.  not  the  system  is  ap- 
plicable to  the  Library  accounts. 

Mr.  Fisher  and  Mr.  Buckingham, 
employes  of  the  above  firm,  re- 
sponded to  the  request  and  explained 
in  detail  the  use  of  the  various  blanks.

ry, provides  that  the  City  Council  nlay, 
for  Library  purposes,  levy  a  tax,  "such 
taxes  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  like 
manner  with  the  general  taxes  of  said 
city." 

As  the  City  must  levy  its  general 
taxes  by  an  ordinance  which  specifies 
in  detail  the  purpose  and  amount  of 
the  appropriations,  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  same  rule  holds  good  as 
to  the  levy  for  the  Public  Library.

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To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library: 

GENTLEMEN: — I  beg  to  report  that  on 
Thursday  morning,  the  20th  iiist.,  the 
Council  Finance  Committee,  in  con- 
sidering the  annual  budget,  reached 
the  appropriation  for  the  Public  Li- 
brary, and  two  members  of  the 
Board,  Directors  Peabody  and  Eck- 
hart,  having  been  informed  ;of  this 
fact  the  evening  before,  with  your 
Secretary,  appeared  before  it. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  were  in- 
formed that  the  Library  would  need 
not  less  than  $270,000  for  its  main- 
tenance during  the  current  year,  and 
that  while  the  Board  had  requested 
an  appropriation  of  $374,580  to  be 
raised  by  the  tax  levy,  it  did  not  ex- 
pect to  realize,  under  the  present  rev- 
enue law  more  than  the  former  sum. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee in  reply  stated  that  according 
to  his  best  understanding  of  the  scal- 
ing which  would  occur  under  the  ap- 
plication of  the  Juul  law,  the  Library 
Board  would  not  receive  to  exceed 
$225.000  upon  the  tax  levy  of  $374,- 
580,000.  He  suggested  that  the  Li- 
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brary  Board  increase  the  amount 
asked  for  by  at  least  $50,000,  making 
the  total  amount  $425,000,  this  being 
based  upon  the  supposition  that  the 
tax  levy  for  1902  will  be  not  less  than 
$425,000,000.  He  desired  that  an 
amended  itemized  estimate  be  filed 
with  the  Committee  to  that  effect. 

He  also  suggested  that  the  item  of 
"contingent  fund,  $60,749.63,"  which 
appears  as  the  last  item  in  the  sche- 
dule adopted  by  your  Board,  January 
30,  1902,  be  stricken  out,  and  that 
this  amount,  together  with  the  $50,- 
000  additional,  be  distributed  among 
the  remaining  items  of  the  appropria- 
tion. 

The  Finance  Committee  thinks  'that 
this  amended  estimate  will  produce 
for  the  Board  not  less  than  $255,000. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee were  agreed  to  by  the  members  of 
the  Library  Board  who  were  present,  and 
the  matter  being  urgent,  your  Secretary 
prepared  a  new  itemized  estimate  and 
returned  it  to  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Council,  without  delay.  This  esti- 
mate is  as  follows:

To  the  Board  of  Directors,  Cliicdf/o  Pub- 
lic Librari/: 

GENTLEMEN  : —Referring  to  the  resolu- 
tion authorizing  the  Mayor  and  Comp- 
troller to  issue  and  sell  warrants 
against  and  in  anticipation  of  the 
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taxes  levied  by  the  City  of  Chicago 
for  the  Public  Library  tax  for  the  year 
1902.  passed  by  your  Honorable  Board 
on  the  16th  inst,  and  transmitted  to 
this  office  by  your  Secretary,  Mr.  Wick- 
ersham,  with  a  statement  of  the  esti- 
mated cash  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  1902. 

You  have  estimated  the  revenue  to  be 
derived  from  the  sale  of  warrants  for 
1902  to  be  $280,500.  The  levy  for  1901, 
which  must  form  the  basis  for  the 
issuance  of  tax  certificates  for  the 
present,  was  $206.000.  Seventy-five  per 
cent  of  that  amount  would  be  $154.500. 
It  is  not  safe  to  issue  and  dispose  of 
more  than  $150,000. 

You  have  expended  up  to  April  1, 
$73,399.92.  There  remains  $76.600.08. 
Tn  other  words  you  have  been  expend- 
ing at  the  rate  of  $24,500  a  month. 
It  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  keep 
within  the  estimated  income,  to  re- 
duce expenses  for  the  balance  of  the 
year  to  $8.500  per  month.

MEMORIAL     MINUTE. 

The  Board  having  learned  of  the 
death  of  ex-Director  Dr.  John  B.  Walk- 
er, desires  to  record  its  appreciation 
of  his  services  during  his  extended 
membership  of  the  Library  Board. 

Dr.  Walker  took  his  seat  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Library  Board  on  Oct.  16, 
1875,  having  been  appointed  to  fill  out 
the  unexpired  term  of  Director  Rosen- 
thai,  resigned.  He  was  twice  re-ap- 
pointed, making  his  entire  term  of 
service  eight  years.  During  this  time 
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he  took  an  active  part  in  all  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Board,  serving  as  chair- 
man of  important  committees,  and  as 
President  of  the  Board  during  his  last 
year.  Dr.  Walker's  relation  to  the  oth- 
er members  of  the  Board  and  to  the 
employe's  of  the  Library  was  always 
the  most  genial  and  his  chief  desire 
was  to  promote  the  usefulness  of  the 
Library  to  the  citizens  at  large.  He 
never  for  a  moment  forgot  that  the 
object  of  the  Library  was  to  furnish 
books  to  the  people. 

This  sentiment  is  happily  expressed 
in  the  last  paragraph  of  his  annual 
report  June,  1882,  where  he  says: 

"To  the  public  school  system  Ameri- 
cans point  with  justifiable  pride,  in 
a  country  so  full  of  self-made  men, 
who.  from  the  farm,  the  forge,  the 
workshop  and  the  office,  have  created 
fortunes  and  distinction  for  them- 
selves, and  incalculable  benefits  for 
others;  the  fact  that  the  Public  Library 
takes  up  and  maintains  the  thread 
of  education  commenced  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  is  apparent  to  all  think- 
ing people. 

"In  the  rapidly  growing  West,  and 
in  such  a  metropolis  as  is  Chicago, 
this  fact  should  need  but  little  re- 
iteration. The  farmer's  boy  needs 
books;  the  skilled  apprentice  needs 
books;  the  ingenious  inventor  needs 
books;  the  struggling  student  needs 
books;  and  from  all  classes  of  society, 
from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  from 
the  purest  to  the  most  degraded  is 
drawn  the  great  army  that  needs 
books. 

"Chicago  is  no  city  of  leisure,  and 
her  people  are  of  an  intensely  prac- 
tical kind.  If  Chicago  will  so  care- 
fully educate  the  boy,  will  Chicago  re- 
fuse to  educate  and  refine  the  man?" 

Jtesoli'ud,  That  the  foregoing  minute 
be  entered  upon  the  records  of  this 
Board  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be 
transmitted  to  the  widow  of  the  de- 
ceased.

On  motion  of  Director  Kuflewski,  the 
Board  went  into 

EXECUTIVE     SESSION. 

Director     Peabody      was     appointed 
Secretary   and   presented   a   report   of 
the      Committee      on      Administration 
which  is  as  follows: 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

CJiicayo  Public  Library: 

GENTLEMEN:— Your  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration has  had  under  consider- 
ation the  annual  pay-roll  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  Library  with  a  view  to 
meeting  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
shortage  in  funds  in  consequence  of 
the  operation  of  the  law  regarding  the 
Library's  tax  levy  for  the  year  1902. 
Your  Committee  has  endeavored  to 
recommend  such  curtailments  of  ex- 
penses, and  such  reductions  of  the 
force  in  certain  departments  as  will 
do  least  harm  to  the  public  service. 


It  would  therefore  submit  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  Board: 

1.  That  the  hours  for  keeping  the 
main  Library   building   open   be   fixed 
at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6:30  o'clock  p.  m., 
beginning  the  9th  of  May,  1902,  until  fur- 
ther action  of  this  Board,  and  that  the 
building    be    closed    to    the   public    on 
Sundays   and  holidays;   also   that  the 
evening,  Sunday  and  holiday  employe's 
be    laid   off    from    May    9,    1902,    until 
further   action    of    this  Board,    except 
the     superintendent     of     the     evening 
service,    who   shall   be   transferred   to 
the    day    service    pending    further    ac- 
tion. 

2.  That  from  the  1st  of  May,  1902, 
until  further  action  of  this  Board,  the 
branch    reading   rooms    be    kept   open 
from   12   o'clock  m.  until   9  o'clock  p. 
m.,  and  on  Sundays  and  holidays  from 
12  o'clock  m.  to  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
that    the   assistant   in    each    room   be 
laid  off  pending  further  action. 

3.  That    after    May    1,    1902,    until 
further  action  of  this  Board,  three  de- 
liveries   of   books   per   week   shall   be 
made  to  each  delivery  station,  instead 
of  a  daily  delivery  as  at  present,  and 
that   thjs    work   be    done   with    three 
wagons,  six  horses  and  three  drivers. 

4.  That  in  consequence  of  the 
change  in  the  delivery  of  books  to 
the  stations,  fifteen  pages  be  laid  off 
from  the  delivery  station  service  un- 
til further  action  of  this  Board. 

5.  That  the  stenographer  in  the 
Secretary's  office  be  transferred  to 
other  work,  and  that  the  typewriter 
operator  in  the  registry  department 
be  laid  off  until  further  action  of  this 
Board;  also  that  until  further  action 
the  office  boy  In  the  Secretary's  office 
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be  laid  off  and  that  the  clerk  in  charge 
of  the  stock  room  be  detailed  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  office  boy  in  addi- 
tion to  his  other  work. 

6.  That  the  services  of  twelve  clerks 
in  the  circulating  department  be  dis- 
pensed with  and  that  their  places  be 
filled  by  transfers  from  the  catalogu- 
ing and  binding  departments  until  fur- 
ther action  of  this  Board;  also  that  the 
services  of  the  office  boy  in  the  cata- 
loguing department  be  dispensed  with. 

7.  That  the  art  room  be  closed  and 
that   the   clerk   in   charge   of  the   art 
room    be    transferred   to    other    work 
until  further  action  of  this  Board. 

8.  That   the   services   of   five   jani- 
tors, one  assistant  janitor,  two  scrub 
women,  one  marble  cleaner,  one  wood 
finisher,   one   carpenter,    one  doorman 
and  three   elevator  operators   be   dis- 
pensed   with    until    further    action    of 
this  Board. 

9.  That    the    services   of   one    shift 
of  engineers,  oilers,  firemen  and  coal 
passers,  and  the  services  of  one  ma- 
chinist and  one  electrician    (assistant 
engineer)  be  dispensed  with  until  fur- 
ther action  of  this  Board. 

10.  That    all   the    employe's    of    the 
Board  be  required,  before  January  1, 
1903,    to    take    one    month's    vacation 
without   compensation. 

11.  That    the    roster    of    employes 
whose  services    have    not    been    dis- 
pensed Avith,  with  their  positions  and 
salaries,    remain    the    same    as    iinder 
the   salary   schedule   of  the   year   be- 
ginning May  1,  1901. 

12.  Your  Committee  would  further 
recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Li- 
brary restrict  its  purchases   of  books 
during    the    ensuing   eight    months    to 
$600   per   month,   and    that    the    cost 
of  binding  for  the  same  be  kept  at  or 
below  $500  per  month. 

Your  Committee  would  state  that 
after  careful  consideration  of  the  es- 
sential requirements  of  the  different 
departments  of  the  Library,  it  esti- 
mates the  reductions  in  expenditures 
under  the  foregoing  arrangements  to 
be  as  follows:

Salaries,  main  Library  and 
branch  reading  rooms  $4,093 

Delivery  stations,  compensation 
of  keepers  and  express  service.  329 

Books,  binding  and  general  oper- 
ating expenses  (including 
$1,500  interest  on  time  war-

Article  XXL,  to  read  as  follows: 

Art.  XXI.  The  Library  shall  be  open 
on  all  secular  days,  except  legal  holi- 
days, from  9  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6:30 
o'clock  p.  m.  The  branch  reading 
rooms  and  delivery  stations  shall  be 
open  such  hours  as  the  Board  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine.  If  a 
holiday  occur  on  Sunday  the  day  suc- 
ceeding or  the  day  preceding  such 
Sunday  may  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee  on  Administration  be 
treated  as  such  holiday. 

The  Board  then  resumed  open  ses- 
sion and  approved  of  its  proceedings 
in  executive  session  as  reported  by.  its 
Secretary.

DEAR  SIRS: — I  beg  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  19th 
nit.,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Comptroller  in  which  he 
states  that  he  does  not  consider  it  safe 
to  issue  and  dispose  of  more  than  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  ($150.- 


000.00)  Dollars  of  tax  warrants  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  collection  of  the  tax 
levy  of  1902. 

If  the  assessed  valuation  of  1902  is 
the  same  as  that  of  1901,  your  levy  of 
Four  Hundred  and  Twenty-five  Thou- 
sand ($425,000.00)  Dollars  will  be  re- 
duced to  Three  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
four  Thousand.  Five  Hundred  and 
Eighty  ($374.580.00)  Dollars.  The  re- 
duction under  the  operation  of  the 
Juul  Act,  on  the  tax  levy  for  1901  came 
almost  exactly  to  twenty-five  (25%) 
per  cent.  The  reduction  under  the 
same  act  will  be  somewhat  greater  in 
its  effect  upon  the  levy  of  1902  for  the 
reason  that  the  rates  levied  by  the 
School,  Library.  City,  and  perhaps 
other  taxing  bodies  will,  upon  the 
basis  of  the  assessed  valuation  of 
1901,  be  higher  than  the  rates  of 
1901.  I  am  informed  by  the  Tax  Ex- 
pert in  the  County  Clerk's  office  that 
the  reduction  under  the  Juul  Act  will 
this  year  amount  to  about  twenty- 
seven  (27%)  per  cent.  Estimating  this 
reduction  for  the  sake  of  safety  at 
thirty  (30%)  per  cent,  the  amount  of 
your  tax  levy  as  finally  reduced  will 
be  Two  Hundred  and  Sixty-two  Thou- 
sand. One  Hundred  and  Six  ($262.- 
106.00)  Dollars.  You  would  be  enti- 
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tied  to  sell  tax  warrants  to  the  ex- 
tent of  seventy-five  (75%)  per  cent  of 
this  amount — that  is.  tax  warrants  ag- 
gregating One  Hundred  and  ISTinety- 
six  Thousand.  Five  Hundred  and 
Eighty  ($196.580.00)  Dollars.  A  fur- 
ther allowance  should  be  made  for  in- 
terest on  this  sum  at  the  rate  of  five 
(5%)  per  cent  per  annum. 

What  is  here  said  has  no  bearing 
upon  the  statement  in  the  Comptrol- 
ler's letter  that  it  will  not  be  safe  for 
the  Library  Board  to  issue  tax  war- 
rants for  more  than  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty  Thousand  ($150,000.00)  Dollars, 
for  this  statement  may  concern  itself 
with  practical  conditions  of  which  we 
are  ignorant.

T  am  informed 
by  Mr.  Rosenstock  that  at  the  time  the 
contract  above  referred  to  was  en- 
tered into,  there  was  verbal  agree- 
ment made  between  the  Board  through 
some  of  its  officers  and  Rosenstock.  by 
Avhich  he  would  be  permitted  to  have 
his  wagons  re-painted  before  April  the 
1st.  and  that  permission  would  be 
granted  to  take  the  wagons  out  of 
service  by  replacing  others.  Rosen- 
stock  informs  me  that  this  provision 
was  not  lived  up  to  and  that  permis- 
sion to  remove  the  wagons  from  active 
service  in  order  to  havethem  re-painted 
was  refused  by  the  Librarian.  Mr. 
Frederick  H.  Hild.  Under  the  arrange- 
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ment  made  with  the  Racine  Wagon 
Company  when  Rosenstock  purchased 
the  wagons,  he  was  to  have  the  privi- 
lege to  have  them  re-painted  without 
further  cost,  before  April  1st,  1902. 

By  reason  of  the  refusal  to  permit 
the  wagons  to  be  taken  out  of  active 
service,  to  have  them  re-painted,  Ros- 
enstock will  be  compelled  to  expend 
the  sum  of  $250  for  re-painting  and 
decorating  the  wagons  aforesaid.  He 
therefore  feels  that  the  Board  should 
compensate  him  for  the  loss  he  sus- 
tains in  the  re-painting  of  the  wagons. 
1  am  also  informed  that  at  various 
times  different  officials  of  the  Library 
told.

Director  Kuflewski,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  presented  the  following 
report : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library: 

GENTLEMEN: — Your  Committee  on  By- 
La  ws  begs  leave  to  report  that  it  has 
had  under  consideration  the  proposed 
amendments  to  Article  IX,  XX  and 
XXI  of  the  by-laws  as  offered  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Board  and  would 
recommend  that  the  amendments  be 
adopted  so  that  as  amended  the  arti- 
cles will  read  as  follows: 

"Art.  IX.  A  Librarian  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  the  Board  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  April  of  each  year.  The 
Librarian  shall,  under  the  control  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  have  charge 
of  the  rooms  and  working  force  of  the 
Library,  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  care  and  safety  of  the  books  and 
other  public  property  contained  there- 
in, and  for  the  preservation  of  order 
in  the  rooms.  He  shall  prepare,  for 
the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Library, 
lists  of  books  to  be  purchased;  and 
shall  have  executive  superintendence 
of  all  matters  under  the  supervision 
of  the  several  Standing  Committees. 
He  shall  report  to  the  Committee  on 
Library,  at  its  first  meeting  in  each 
month,  upon  the  condition  and  circu- 
lation of  the  books  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  shall  also  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  June.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Librarian  the  Secretary 
shall  attend  to  such  details  of  admin- 
istration as  apply  to  the  rovitine  of 
the  Library. 

"Art.  XX.  The  term  of  service  of  all 
employes  of  the  Library  shall  be  de- 
pendent upon  good  conduct  and  effi- 


ciency and  the  requirements  of  the 
service.  They  shall  be  subject  to  sus- 
pension from  employment  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Administration,  or  Libra- 
rian, with  loss  of  salary  during  such 
suspension,  on  account  of  absence 
without  leave,  want  of  attention  to 
business,  unreasonable  waste  of  time, 
want  of  courtesy  toward  the  public,  or 
improper  behavior  of  any  kind.  When 
a  suspension  shall  have  been  ordered 
by  the  Committee,  such  suspension, 
with  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  re- 
ported by  the  Committee  to  the 
Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 
When  the  Librarian  shall  have  sus- 
pended an  employe1,  he  shall  re- 
port the  fact  to  the  Committee  on 
Administration  for  its  approval  or  dis- 
approval, and  the  reasons  for  such 
approval  or  disapproval  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Board  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  thereof.  Any  employe  Avho 
shall  be  suspended  shall,  upon  such 
suspension,  be  subject  to  dismissal  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  but  he  or  she 
shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  or  her  own  defense  be- 
fore the  Board,  as  Avell  as  before  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  in  the  man- 
ner set  forth  in  Section  12,  entitled 
••Removals,''  of  the  Civil  Service  Act, 
before  such  dismissal  shall  take  effect. 

"Employes  shall  be  at  their  posts 
promptly,  and  shall  remain  there  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  their  regular  duty. 

"When  reporting  for  duty  employes 
shall  register  their  time  of  arrival  at 
the  time  clock. 

'•Janitors,  janitresses,  elevator  men 
and  watchmen  shall  register  both  time 
of  arrival  and  departure. 

•'No  employe  shall  handle  any  key 
except  his  or  her  own. 

"A  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  cases 
of  tardiness  and  a  report  of  the  same 
shall  be  made  to  the  Committee  on 
Administration. 

"Employes  shall  also  register  in  the 
daily  time  book  kept  in  each  depart- 
ment. Heads  of  departments  shall 
record  in  these  books  all  absences  of 
employes  from  their  posts  during  reg- 
ular hours  whether  excused  or  nor. 
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"Failure  to  register  at  the  time  clock 
or  in  the  daily  time  book  shall  be 
counted  MS  absence  in  making  up  the 
pay  roll. 

•The  salaries  of  the  employes  shall 
be  fixed  annually  by  the  Board,  and 
promotions  may  be  made  for  efficiency, 
faithfulness,  length  of  service,  or  oth- 
er sufficient  cause. 

"All  persons  regularly  employed  in 
the  Library,  except  persons  employed 
in  the  engineer's  or  janitor's  depart- 
ments, shall  be  entitled  to  vacations 
at  the  rate  of  eighteen  days  each  year, 
exclusive  of  legal  holidays  and  of  Sat- 
urday half-holidays  allowed  from  May 
1  to  October  1,  to  be  arranged  by  the 
Librarian.  Employe's  in  the  engineer's 
and  janitor's  departments  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vacations  at-  the  rate  of  four- 
teen days  each  year.  A  record  of  the 
attendance  of  each  employe  shall  be 
kept,  and  no  allowance  shall  be  made 
for  absence  from  duty  except  as  above 
provided. 

"At  the  discretion  of  the  Board  the 
last  preceding  paragraph  of  this  article 
beginning  "All  persons"  can  be  sus- 
pended at  any  time. 

"Art.  XXI.  The  Library  shall  be  open 
on  all  secular  days,  except  legal  holi- 
days, from  9  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6:30  p.  m. 
The  Branch  Reading  Rooms  and  De- 
livery Stations  shall  be  open  during 
such  hours  as  the  Board  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine.  If  a  holiday 
occur  on  Sunday,  the  day  succeeding 
or  the  day  preceding  such  Sunday 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Administration,  be  treated  as 
such,  holiday."1

GENTLEMEN  : —In  compliance  with 
the  by-laws  of  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary your  Committee  on  Administra- 
tion begs  leave  to  submit  herewith  a 
report  upon  matters  under  its  super- 
vision for  the  eleven  months  from 
June  1,  1901,  to  April  30,  1902. 

On  June  1,  1901,  the  Library  service 
comprised  208  persons,  and  there 
were  outstanding  requisitions  for  four 
additional  employes,  making  the  total 
force  when  complete  212.  During  the 
eleven  months  ending  April  30,  1902, 
51  vacancies  occurred  in  the  service. 
To  fill  these  vacancies  48  persons 
were  appointed  to  permanent  posi- 
tions, and  there  were  on  April  30 
three  outstanding  requisitions  to  be 
filled  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion. The  complete  roster,  including 
these  unfilled  vacancies,  therefore, 
numbered  212  on  April  30,  1902. 

Sixteen  temporary  vacancies  occur- 
red during  the  period  covered  by  this 
report,  on  account  of  the  absence  of 
regular  employes  or  the  inability  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  fur- 
nish eligibles  for  positions,  and  the 
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temporary   employes   appointed  to   fill 
these  vacancies  were  dismissed  when 
no  longer  required.

The  operations  coming  under  the  su- 
pervision of  your  Committee  during 
the  year  just  closing  have  been  few; 
the  only  important  work  having  been 
the  erection  of  steel  book  stacks  in 
stack  room  number  nine.  The  contract 
with  the  Art  Metal  Construction  Com- 
pany of  Jamestown,  New  York,  for 
this  work  was  satisfactorily  completed 
in  the  early  part  of  the  current  year. 

During  the  year  about  fifty  of  the 
plate  glass  windows  were  broken.  The 
lights  which  were  badly  fractured 
were  replaced  by  the  insurance  com- 
pany immediately,  but  much  the  larger 
number  were  left  to  be  replaced  upon 
demand.  As  the  contract  for  insurance 
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for  the  year  beginning  May  25th  inst. 
was  let  to  a  different  company  the 
Union  Casualty  and  Surety  Company 
of  St.  Louis  which  carried  the  risk  last 
year  has  been  called  upon  to  make 
good  all  remaining  broken  lights,  and 
it  is  now  taking  steps  to  comply  with 
the  demand. 

Your  Committee  would  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  Board  to  some  —  ork 
which  should  be  done  as  soon  as  there 
are  funds  available;  the  most  import- 
ant and  expensive  of  which  will  be  the 
tuck  pointing  of  the  walls  of  the  foun- 
dation of  the  bxiilding  and  the  replac- 
ing of  broken  tiles  in  the  ceiling  of 
the  basement  and  repairing  holes  made 
by  contractors  in  carrying  out  the 
work  under  their  various  contracts. 

The  roof  of  the  building,  the  roof 
over  the  boiler  room  and  the  two 
domes  will  soon  need  some  repairing, 
but  your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  only  such  repairing  be  done  at 
present  as  may  be  actually  necessary. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted.

DEAR  SIR:— Will  you  kindly  present 
to  the  Library  Board  at  their  Thurs- 
day meeting  this  communication  re- 
garding our  plate  glass  insurance. 

Since  May  25th,  when  we  issued  our 
policy  in  the  Central  Accident  Insur- 
ance Company  on  plate  glass  in  the 


Library     building,    there     have    been 
three   breaks   without   outside  reason. 

To,  us  the  cause  is  apparent.  The 
reason  is  in  defective  setting  of  the 
glass  in  the  metal  window  frames. 
The  breaks  are  in  the  corners  of  the 
glass.  The  building  does  not  settle 
unevenly.  If  it  did  the  floors  would 
show  it,  since  they  are  of  mosaic  and 
won't  bend.  Therefore,  the  glass 
rmist  be  bound  in  its  setting  by  forc- 
ing the  iron  stops  on  the  inside  too 
hard  against  it  and  so  preventing  free 
expansion  when  the  glass  is  heated 
by  the  sun  or  shrunk  by  cold. 

We  are  informed  >also  by  plate  glass 
setters,  that  in  their  opinion,  this  is 
the  correct  reason  and  that  the  plates 
broken  and  reset  properly  do  not 
break  again.  At  the  rate  this  break- 
age is  going  on  it  will  cost  us  three 
times  our  premium  and  we  cannot 
afford  to  carry  the  risk,  and  must, 
therefore,  insist  that  the  setting  be 
inspected  and  defects  remedied,  if  we 
are  to  remain  on  it. 

As  it  is  not  for  any  one's  interest  to 
have  a  useless  waste,  we  trust  to  hear 
from  you  at  an  early  day  regarding 
this.

nessed the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
of  that  building,  Mrs.  T.  B.  Blackstone. 
herself,  performing  the  ceremony, 
using  the  same  trowel  that  was  used 
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in  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  main 
Public  Library  building  on  November 
30,  1893. 

In  addition  to  sundry  articles  placed 
by  Mrs.  Blackstone  in  the  box  which 
was  deposited  in  the  corner  stone,  the 
Librarian  also  placed  one  set  of  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Board  and  one 
set  of  finding  lists  of  the  Library. 

Out  of  deference  to  the  wishes  of 
Mrs.  Blackstone,  no  invitations  were 
extended  to  public  officials  or  ex- 
members  of  the  Board  to  be  present 
upon  that  occasion.
